rall perſons, and there ſettle themſelues, ſome of them with their ka⸗ 
e miliesand whole eſtates : amongſt which numbers there are alſo ma- 
ny dle and refractozy humozs, Whole onely oz pꝛintipall end is to liue 

Mas muchas they tan without the reach of authority: His Maieſtie ha⸗ 
5 A uing taken the pꝛemiſſes into conſideration, is minded to reſtraine foꝛ 
the time to come ſuch pzomiſcuous and dilozderly departing out of 
| — the Kealme; And doth therefoze ſtraitly charge and tommand all and 
euery the Offiters and Miniſters of his ſe verall Poꝛts in England, Wales, and Barw ick, That they 
doe not hereafter permit oꝛ ſuffer any perſons, being Subſidie men, oꝛ of the value of Sublidie 
men, to embarque themſelues in any of the ſaid Poꝛts, oꝛ the members thereof, foꝛ any of the 
laid Plantations, without Licence from His Maieſties Comnuſſioners foꝛ Plantations firlt had 
and obtained in that behalfe Noz that they admit to be embarqued any perlons under the degree 
02 value ot Subſidy men, without an Atteſtation oꝛ Certificate from two Juſtites ofthe Peace 
liuing next the plate where the party laſt ok all, oꝛlately then befoꝛe dwelt, that he hath taken the 
Dathsof Supꝛemacie, and Allegiance, and line Teſtimony from the Miniſter of the Pariſh of 
his conuerſation and confo2mity to the Oꝛders and diſcipline ofthe Church of England, And fur⸗ 
ther his Maieſties expꝛeſſe will and pleaſure ts, That the Officers and Miniſters of his laid ſe⸗ 
uerall Pozts, andthe Members therot, do returne to lis Maieſties ſaid Commiſſioners foꝛ Plan⸗ 
tations euery halfe peare a particular and perfect Liſt of the names and qualities of all ſuch per⸗ 
lons as ſhall from time to time be embarquedin any of the ſaid Poꝛts foꝛ any ot the laid Plantati⸗ 
ons. And ok theſe His Maieſties Royall Commands, all the Officers and Miniſters of His ſaid 
a the Members thereof are to take care, as they will anſwer the neglect thereof attheir 
perils. |
